Home Sprinkler System 


E. H. Allen of Bridgewater, Va., outlines an 
invisible fire sprinkler head designed espe- 
cially for use in homes. He feels that the un- 
sightly appearance of conventional sprinklers 
is the reason why such systems are not found 
in the average small home. Should he try for 
a patent? 

It is the installation cost, not unsightliness, 
which has kept the sprinkler system out of 
homes. This cost is four times greater if the 
installation is to be made after a home has 
been built. Yet if you give this some thought, 
you could develop a system which would not 
require tearing up floors or ceilings. Your 
suggestion for a sprinkler head seems good 
enough to justify the expense of a patent 
search. Before applying for a patent you 
should determine what you intend to do with 
it after it is issued. You might start by cost 
accounting a system with your sprinklers.

Someone should design and market “deadly 
fingers”—a rubber glove or rubber fingers 
made so that they can deposit a killing dose 
of quick-drying poison on leaves of plants 
touched with the fingers.

your basic patent has been granted.

tion in the Cape area. All personnel take cover immediately.” 

The careening, fast-climbing Polaris was now at 50,000 feet. An 
Air Force Range Safety Officer pushed a red button to trigger the 
bird’s destruct package—just 43 seconds after takeoff. 

The explosion ripped the Polaris into two fiery halves. The first 
stage crashed near the launching area and set off a small brush fire. 
The second stage sailed southwest in a sickening spiral that terrified 
three fishermen on a pier in Canaveral Harbor and plummeted 
seconds later into the Banana River, two miles south. A few people 
were understandably shaken up but there were no injuries. 
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In over ten years of testing at the 
Cape—covering more than 800 
launchings—a small percentage of 
erratic birds have sthayed, flipped, 
looped, somersaulted, dived, sput- 
tered, backfired, skipped, bounced, 
“walked,” and sat down. Yet there 
has been only one fatality resulting 
directly from a missile explosion. 
And that occurred when a small 
flare package exploded during a 
prelaunch operation. 

But to cope with the fact that 
missiles can go wild, the Air Force 
Missile Test Center has developed 
a comprehensive range safety sys- 
tem. Simple wire and electronic 
sky screens, tracking radars and 
closed circuit television are used 
to detect changes in the missile’s 
trajectory and velocity during the 
first few thousand feet of flight. If 
the bird strays while it is on its 
way down range, an impact pre- 
dictor calculates where it would 
plunge if destroyed at any given 
second—and destruction is de- 
layed until a safe impact area is 
reached. 

The responsibility of deciding 
when an errant missile must be 
blown up falls on one of eight Air 
Force Officers known as Range 
Safety Officers (RSOs) . Under the 
direction of Senior RSO Lt. Col. 
Raymond D. Stephens, each RSO 
is cross-trained, on the job, and 
specializes on one specific series of 
missiles. 

On the day of a scheduled test, 
the assigned RSO takes a post in 
Central Control’s operations room 
behind a pinball-type scoreboard 
of switches, lights, dials, buttons, 
plotting boards and TV monitors. 
As the count reaches zero and the 
missile pushes off its pad a few 
thousand yards away, information 
funnels into Central Control from 
all directions. The RSO’s ear- 
phones are jammed with sky 
screen data, and tracking radars 
and the closed circuit television 
screen in front of him furnish 
visual evidence of what the bird 
is doing. If the missile veers off

Mildew that attacks tent cloth is a 
mold that is ever with us—but it must 
have moisture and heat in order to 
thrive. When a tent breaks out with a 
bad case of mildew, it is because it was 
not thoroughly dried in the sun before 
storing or it was put away in a damp, 
warm place—or both. Dry your new 
tent thoroughly by pitching it in the 
sunlight till completely dry after each 
camping trip. Then brush off all dirt and 
store in a dry and well-ventilated place. 


@ Recently I saw a truck kill a fine 
buck and continue on its way without 
stopping. I wanted to take the deer home 
so I could have its head mounted and 
store its meat in my freezer but my 
friend warned me that since it was not 
open deer season I could get into trouble 
by possessing the animal. Could I get 
into trouble by salvaging the meat and 
head?

The Texas Game and Fish Commis- 
sion says, “When it is illegal to have 
game in your possession it doesn’t make 
any difference whether you or someone 
else ran it down accidentally with an 
auto or shot it. You still violate the law 
when you possess it.” This rule holds in 
most states today. When you see a dead 
animal lying by the road it’s advisable 
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to let it lie there undisturbed. If it’s a 
large animal such as a bear or deer, you 
are supposed to report it to the nearest 
game warden or police. 


@ Everywhere I fish, guides tell me 
that if I want to catch bass I must fish 
with live bait. If this is true, how come 
they sell so many lures in stores? 
John Wilson 
Denver, Colo. 
Most guides prefer to have their cus- 
tomers fish with live bait because then 
all they have to do is anchor in a likely 
spot and still-fish. If their sports insist 
on using lures, guides must paddle or 
row all day and this is work. You can 
catch just as many bass with artificial } 
lures as with live bait, providing you 
know how to use them, and you can 
have a lot more fun doing it. The next 
time you hire a guide, insist that he 
paddle you so you can cast your lures all 
day. If he won’t agree, hire one who will.

UST 15 years ago, in the Feb- 

ruary 1946 issue of MI, we 
brought you the first automobile 
tests ever published in the United 
States. Since then, nearly every 
guy who owns a stopwatch and has 
a working knowledge of a gas sta- 
tion has crowded into the act. Some 
character once stated that imita- 
tion is the sincerest form of flat- 
tery. If this is true, then I’m the 
most flattered bald-headed wheel- 
twirler alive. 

It’s been a great and screwy 15 
years and if I had to do it all over 
again, I certainly would. In the past 
15 years there have been many im- 
provements in things automotive 
but twice as many substitutes for 
the real thing. Every time some 
company claims they have “a new 
and improved” whakamahazzut, 





chances are it means they’ve just 
figured out a way to make the same 
part for half the price. Quality con- 
trol is much worse than it was 15 
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years ago in nearly all camps and the 
prices of all products have pretty close 
to tripled. 

The first cars we tested were the '46 
Ford and the ’46 Buick. Actually, these 
tests were made early in the fall of *45. 
I liked the Ford, ordered one and took 
delivery shortly afterwards. It was one 
of the first 100 post-war Fords sold: a 
two-door deluxe creampuff with every 
available accessory of the day included. 
The delivered price (which I paid in full 
in New York City) was $1,184. Before 
skipping over this price, it should be 
pointed out that it’s nothing at all today 
for any of the big three cars to depreci- 
ate this much in a year! I bought my first 
Cadillac, which we tested on these 
pages, in 1950 and paid the full show- 
room price in New York City, includ- 
ing city sales tax. It totalled less than 
$3,000. 

Through the years I’ve tested many 
great cars and twice as many real dogs. 
I've also tested some great cars that 
failed. In 1948 when I tested the Tucker, 
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CORNERING the 2.4 Jaguar in 
1956, McCahill reported it

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it was the finest-performing car ever 
made in America to that date. This rig 
was down the drain before it could float 
for a number of reasons, which might 
include high-class sabotage, government 
pressure and the lack of big-time pro- 
duction and merchandising knowhow. 
To top all this, some yellow journalism 
by major publications to the effect that 
the entire car was a fraud didn’t help 
much either. 

Another interesting car we tested was 
the three-wheeled Davis. It had fantastic 
roadability and cornering properties 
that would make a Grand Prix Ferrari 
look like a 1914 ice wagon. The Davis 
also failed from lack of funds. The list 
of cars we've tested that are no longer 
with us grows longer with every passing 
year. It would include the Keller, Play- 
boy, Bobbicar, Willys Aero Ace, front- 
and rear-wheel-drive Kaiser and Frazer, 
Packard, Hudson, Henry J, Hudson 
Jet, Crosley, Motorette, Cunningham, 
Kurtis-Muntz, Nash-Healey, Edsel and 
DeSoto, the most recent casualty. These 
cars were all tested on these pages and 
are now just a part of automobile his- 
tory. 

One of the biggest stories we ever did 
was about the MI Ford. It was published 
just 11 years ago this month (How To 
Hop Up Your Car, February 1950 MI). 
This was a standard 1949 Ford sedan to 
which we kept adding hop-up parts of 
the day, reporting on what each step did 
to performance and cost, until eventu- 
ally the car got to a top speed of 112 
mph and could bang out 0-60 mph in ten 
seconds, which was fabulous perform- 
ance 11 years ago. I still get many letters 
each year about this article. 

Another test. we ran, in October 1950, 
was of the Volkswagen. I get a particu- 
lar boot out of this one because most 
people thought I was nuts. I went over- 
board for the little car and said it was a 
terrific buy and a wonderful piece of 
transportation. Readers wrote in saying 
I’d lost my senses. By that time we had 
some competitors in other magazines 
who indicated that McCahill had taken 
the pipe, that the VW was just a cheap 
pile of nothing. One big-time New York 
daily newspaper even took me to task 
for suggesting the VW had any merit. 
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OWNER of Rolls-Royce swallowed hard 
watching Tom put luxury car through a test. 


You know the history of the Volks- 
wagen as well as I. 

In 1951 the big talk of the industry 
was the forthcoming Chrysler V8. Three 
days before this car was introduced, I 
talked Brewster Shaw, the Daytona 
dealer, into letting me take one of his 
pre-introduction models out for a trial 
run. With just over 400 miles on the 
speedometer, we entered the car in the 
National Speed Trial Championships at 
Daytona Beach and I won the event 
(much to the surprise of everyone, in- 
cluding me) with a two-way average 
speed of 100.13 [Continued on page 161]

NEVER guaranteed you anything before but I'll 

guarantee you this: Jim McMichael and I just fin- 
ished the screwiest California to New York coast-to- 
coast “economy run” ever recorded. Now, as all you 
hipsters know, the usual purpose of an economy run 
is to find out how many gallons of juice you will con- 
sume in getting from good old Point A to good old 
Point B. This type of test is quite often loaded with 
tricks and run at speeds appropriate to migrating

snails. But, brother, this Tempest test 
was different! 

I had arranged with Bob Emerick of 
Pontiac to have a new four-cylinder, 
single-pot Tempest available to me when 
I arrived in California. Bob said the little 
bean sprouter would be there ahead of 
me. I had planned several days of “Get- 
ting-to-know-you” runs which would 
give me time to figure the best speeds 
for economy and also give me a clue as 











to what this cricket could do. If you 
know my way of life, which is generally 
fouled-up, the arrival of the Tempest 
test car was typical—it didn’t show up. 
Somewhere between Salt Lake City and 
Las Vegas, the truck carrying it from 
Detroit got lost, delayed or something. 
This was three weeks before the car’s 
official introduction so California 
dealers had none in their showrooms for 
us to grab. The first time I ever saw a 
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CROSS-COUNTRY economy run began in 
Los Angeles. It was first time Tom saw car. 


Tempest (Scout’s Honor) was at the 
Hollywood-Roosevelt Hotel when I 
went down to the garage, got in a small- 
ish car, turned the key and the coast-to- 
coast run was on; the car had arrived the 
night before. 

Our first run was rather short be- 
cause I had slept late but I'd made up 
my mind before starting: “To hell with 
regular economy speeds—let’s do this 
one at a more typical tourist rate and 
average at least 50 mph.” Norm Dunn, 
another Pontiac man in a new Bonne- 
ville, was assigned to accompany us. At 
Needles, Calif., just under 300 miles 
from our start, we made our first gas 
check. To our complete astonishment, 
after an average speed of 50.2 mph, our 
gas consumption was a seemingly ridicu- 
lous 31.1 mpg! Dunn called the factory

and they seemed to think it was pretty 
silly, too, and indicated no one would 
believe it. So we decided to pick up more 
speed. 

Our next check-in spot was Gallup, 
N. M., where our average speed was up 
to 51.8 and the gas mileage down to 28.3 
mpg. The factory was still unhappy, so 
we decided to go still faster. About this 
time, in all fairness, it should be ex- 
plained that the Tempest was equipped 
with a Pontiac Magi-Cruise which we’ve 
written about so often. This gadget, 
which holds the throttle rock-steady 
anywhere you set it (even over some of 
those choppy western roads) in my 
opinion increased our gas mileage by as 
much as two to three mpg. Incidentally, 
when I inquired from some Pontiac 
dealers why they didn’t sell more Magi- 
Cruise units which merely add 12 bucks 
to the price of the car, I was told that the 
price was too low to interest the average 
salesman who would rather peddle a $98 
power seat or a $97 roof rack for a 
higher commission. That’s a sad com- 
mentary on American sales integrity 
because this little gadget did make the 
difference. 

At Shamrock, Texas, 540 miles later, 
at an average speed of 52.1 mph, our 
gas average was still up at 28.9, helped 
by flatter country and a good tail wind 
all day. Four days after leaving Califor- 
nia we pulled into Chicago with an aver- 
age speed of 52.4 mph. Our gas average 
for the trip was 28.2 mpg. Then came 
the truly screwy part of this test 
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FIRST gas check revealed incredible 31.1 
mpg—so Tom decided to pick up more speed. 


I bought my wife a $90 ticket on the 
20th Century Limited, generally con- 
ceded to be the fastest train in the east. 
We split up the baggage, leaving a good 
200 pounds of it to carry in the Tempest. 
(Norm, who had been carrying most of 
it in the Bonneville, took his own as he 
was going home and would leave us at 
Toledo.) We then got set to race the 20th 
Century to New York! The train pulls 
out of Chicago heading east at 4:30 p.m. 
In a minor ceremony (including an out- 
side photographer and some Pontiac en- 
gineers who were on hand), I kissed my 
wife good-by, put her aboard the 20th 
Century with all our excess baggage and 
waved so-long as the train pulled out. 
Nine minutes after the train had cleared 
the station we were back in the Tempest, 
heading east—and to hell with the gas 
mileage. 

We had a master New York Central 
timetable with us and knew we were 
about two minutes ahead of the train at 
South Bend, Ind. Our average speed was 
now running pretty high (well over 60 
mph). Bear in mind, this was the 
four-cylinder, half-a-V8 Pontiac engine 
with a single one-barrel carburetor 
(though it did have the high-compres- 
sion heads, which meant premium fuel 
all the way from the coast). Everything 
was going just great—until the roof fell 
in about 20 miles west of Toledo; we ran 
into a pea-soup fog which restricted 
vision to less than two car lengths. 

Hoping this was just temporary, we 
dropped speed [Continued on page 167] 
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COMING into Gallup, N.M., average speed 
was 51.8 mph and the mileage was 28.3 mpg.

ICK BRACKETT of Natick, Mass.,

ARGAIN boat hunters are getting a 
new break from the government 
nowadays. The Department of Defense 
has reorganized the selling of all mili- 
tary surplus property under 35 Consoli- 
dated Surplus Sales Offices. One aim of 
the reshuffle is to open Uncle Sam’s sur- 
plus grab bag to direct users—among 
them the humble pleasure skipper and 
fisherman. 

What sort of surplus boat does the 
small boat-buyer get? Here are some 
typical examples: 

For $325 a Wisconsin man got a 
26-foot utility boat with a 50-hp diesel 
engine, a nine-knot speed and a range 
of 100 nautical miles. Original cost: 
$13,540. 

A 24-foot personnel boat with a 100-hp 
diesel and a 13-knot speed went for less

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than $300. Original cost: $9,830. 

A Californian bid $175 for a 26-foot 
motor whaleboat with a 25-hp engine 
and a 110-mile range, got the boat. Origi- 
nal cost: $9,070. 

Many a surplus boat is loaded with 
surprises. One man bought a boat by 
mail order and found the engine still 7 
packed in grease; it had never been run. ] 
Boats laden with special equipment can 
sometimes pay for themselves; a pur- 
chaser of a Navy landing craft sold the 
armor plate, bow gate and pulley blocks 
for $85, the two 90-gallon fuel tanks for 7 
$35 apiece, ended up with the boat he 
wanted and a $5 profit. 

As a dealer in pleasure boats Uncle? 
Sam isn’t ideal, of course, because he 
doesn’t have any sea-going toys. But 
workboats often convert well to pleas- 
ure craft for a small outlay of cash. A 
pair of sail enthusiasts who wanted a 
sloop bought a $7,000 whaleboat for 
$225, conversion plans for $100. The 
plans were a stock item sold by naval 
architect C. William Lapworth; like 
many in his profession, Lapworth sells 
conversion plans for several types of 
surplus hulls. The finished auxiliary 
sloop is easily worth $5,000. 

Possibly some reader is appalled at 
how the government is losing money, 
For the comfort of such honest citize 
the Defense Department has found the 
present surplus system to be the least 
costly after much hard thought on 
matter. The problems of obsolescene 
and routine wear-and-tear in a moder 
defense system keep Uncle Sam loaded 
with boats he doesn’t need. The best sé 
lution is to sell them to the public at th 
best price that can be obtained. 

So far I have listed bargain boats that 
turned out to be incredibly good bu 
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HIGH AND DRY surplus boats will be 
awarded to highest bids in sealed-bid sales. 
These are at new CSSO in San Diego, Calif.

Are these the exceptions? No, say the 
CSSO disposal officers. One Caiifor- 
nia boatyard recently sold 33 LCVPs 
(36-foot landing craft) , originally priced 
at $9,500 each, for an average $132. A 
fleet of 85 LCVPs with 225-hp diesel 
engines, originally worth $13,500 each, 
went for an average $627 each. Seven 
personnel carriers, tagged at $10,000 
each when Uncle bought them, went for 
$71 apiece to the waterfront sharpies. 
Real sea-going bargains! 

“Bargains, yeah,” says one wharf rat 
of my acquaintance, “if you’re looking 
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for kindling wood.” And he’s only one of 
many who have gripes about surplus 9 
boat disposal. But let’s take the most 
common complaints of the surplus-wise 
characters, one by one, and see how they 
stand up against the facts. 

Surplus boats are nearly all tired vet 
erans of World War II. 

This is true only of some surplus} 
boats. Many are post-Korean keels, re 
tired for reasons that mean nothing to & 
the guy who wants a fishing or pleasure- 
cruising craft. The point is, minor re 
pairs on any hull cost Uncle much more 
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cos cee - 
OFFICER inspects LCPLs up for sale. With- 
out engines wooden boats go for about $70. 


than they will cost you—especially if 
you can chip and paint yourself. What 
rates “poor” in the Navy can bea dream- 
boat to the private sailor. 

Surplus boats are odd-balls—landing 
craft and the like. 

There have been lots of landing craft 
sold but the fact is that Uncle sells 
everything from nine-foot sailboats to 
20-knot rescue craft. The Navy alone 
sells 45 different models—for a catalog 
see Boats Of The United States Navy. 
It’s Document 3356742 at the U. S. Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, Washington 25, 
D.C. $.60. 

The big buyers get all the good boats; 
the average hull-hunter gets junk. 

This heart-rending whine may have 
something to do with the regulation that 
government agencies, federal and state,

get first choice of boats up for sale—and 
after them the Boy Scouts and other 
service groups. But in fact these buyers 
pick up less than ten per cent of the gov- 
ernment’s bargain boats. 

Once upon a time, after World War II, 
collusion among boat auction bidders— 
salvage, export and shipyard repre- 
sentatives—skimmed off the cream of 
the surplus boats. But now sealed bids 
are the rule—and that’s a rule that pro- 
tects the individual boat buyer. 

Surplus boats have been beached so 
long that their seams are agape and their 
engines need a major overhaul. No one 
ever sailed away from a surplus boat- 
yard in his newly-purchased boat. 

Asa matter of fact, most surplus boats 
do need a lot of work. But one CSSO 
boatyard man [Continued on page 171]

Out in Sayville, Long Island, a 
score of members of a sailing fraternity 
happily known as the Wet Pants Asso- 
ciation produced a little fleet of Blue 
Jay Class sailboats on an assembly-line 
basis. The work was done in members’ 
basements and workshops. 

Starting in the middle of winter each 
member put in some 15 hours of spare- 
time work every week turning out one 
or more parts for the boats. Early in the

Blue Jays retail for $1,000 to $1,400, but 
as a do-it-ourselves enterprise the Wet 
Pants boys cut these costs 75 per cent by 
each chipping in $350 for materials and 
doing his share of the “piece work” and 
assembling. ® 








i'e electrical contractor of East Hamp- 
ton, Long Island, has designed and 
built one of the most unusual craft to be 
seen in nearby Three Mile Harbor. Ron- 
ald Rioux started with two surplus wing 
tanks and used them as pontoons be- 
neath an 8X14-ft. deck of marine ply- 
wood.

Though each of us brought 
along one dress-up outfit—and wore it 
in a big city after a pressing—we could 
have gotten by with the slacks and 
shirts we wore ashore the rest of the 
time, even in numerous fine restaurants 
catering to boating people. 

An interesting fact is that the first trip 
cost us more than any of several we’ve 
been on since. When you use the boat 
primarily as a means of transportation, 
you end up spending as much as you 
would by staying at a resort hotel. Costs

can be cut considerably by sleeping in 
the boat regularly and preparing your 
own meals, which means taking along 
extra water jugs, utensils, a two-burner 
stove and an ice chest. You'll always 
find showers at marinas where you can 
tie up overnight at an average rate of 
ten cents per foot of boat length. 

If sleeping in the boat isn’t practical, 
you can carry a small tent as did a 
couple we met on our last trip. The 
Reverend Ernest E. Ryden and his wife, 
of Orange, Mass., trailed their 14-foot 
boat (build from MI plans of 25 years 
ago) to the southern end of Lake 
Champlain and cruised up into Canada, 
stopping at public camp grounds along 
the way. They enjoyed it so much that 
they plan to explore more distant waters 
in the same way this year.

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The cabin cruiser, outboard or in- 
board, offers complete independence 
from outside sleeping arrangements and 
makes restaurant meals an occasional 
diversion. With two bunks, table, sink, 
stove, ice box and marine toilet, our 19- 
footer was real luxury after the open 
boat. It was a craft in which we could 
stand and walk a few paces, stretching 
our legs while underway. We still car- 
ried the suitcases, using them for shirts, 
slacks and other going-ashore clothes, 
while storage space under the bunks 
served for boat clothes and other equip- 
ment. The sleeping bags were retained, 
too; it’s more convenient to roll and un- 
roll them than it is to make up bunks. 

Coastal cruising was sampled in the 
19-footer on a trip from New York to 


Provincetown, Mass. and back. Our 
weekend boating is always done in 
coastal waters, so we had no illusions 
about wind and waves offshore—any 
more than we had about the wind and 
waves we experienced on a body of 
water such as Lake Ontario. We knew 
our boat and our engine, carried all re- 
quired safety devices and more, were 
students of the weather, could run com- 
pass courses and had experience beyond 
small-boat cruising. But to make the 
point: Offshore cruising in an outboard 
cruiser or small, planing-type inboard 
is not only dangerous but frequently 
unpleasant. 

To name a few disadvantages: Even 
on a relatively good day, you’re con-

in 21 days during spare time after work. 
By George Gilbert 


F our family didn’t include a 13-year-old boy and his eight- 
year-old sister, we might have bought a boat like any of the 

fast-growing number of water-happy families in our suburban 
Long Island community. But a boat to us somehow meant 4 
sail overhead and a tiller in hand, not another steering wheel 
on a watery highway. Once mentally committed to a sailboat, 
big enough for four and yet suitable for our absolutely land- 
lubber skill level, we found out that this meant money. 

We hurriedly changed our course away from ready-made boats 
in the direction of kits. Just as quickly we found that our prob- 
lems as landlubbers had only begun. We sent off self-addressed 
envelopes, dimes taped to bits of cardboard, quarters sealed in

tiny envelopes and soon were plowing 
through endless waves of return-mail 


paper on the playroom floor. We re- 
turned from a local boat show loaded 
with additional loa’s (which, we finally 
learned, meant length overall), beams 
(the width of the craft) and drafts 
(depth of boat in water); but in spite 
of the large assortment of kits to choose 
from, finding just what we wanted was 
not easy. One had a cockpit only for 
two, or, when you noted that the kit 
did not include sails, hardware, etc., the 
cost was too high. Yet another was ob- 
» viously a long winter project to build, 
while another was too small. 

We discovered what was to become 
our pride-and-joy, 2,000 miles from the 
ocean, in pre-dinner small talk at a busi- 
hess convention. The top photographer 
with one of America’s leading picture 
Magazines, listening to our talks of frus-

tration, gave us the lead we had been 
looking for when he said, “I take my 
four kids sailing in a Turnabout we built 
ourselves in a month.” A few days later, 
we had received information about the 
kit and in another ten days a long, flat 
box lay on the garage floor, nestled 
against an 18-foot spar sheathed protec- 
tively in a fitted coat of waste wood. On 
a Saturday morning, we broke the steel 
straps of the corrugated shipping case, 
lifted out fifty or sixty odd-shaped slabs, 
planks, slats and strips and we were only 
twenty-one days from the water! 

First day. Saturday, five hours. The 
night before we had pored over the mim- 
eographed plans and construction draw- 
ings and knew in advance what our first 
hours would be like. All wood parts 
were numbered and no building jig was 
required. Pre-cut and assembled frames 
were to be screwed to a pre-shaped

stern and keel. This was a matter of 
sinking large screws through pre-drilled 
holes into oak frames. In a matter of a 
half-hour, the skeleton of our boat lay 
“turtle” on the front lawn. Before we 
quit for the day, we had stretched oak 
strips from front to back—oops! 


from stem to stern—and our gunwales 
and chines were now in place. Possibly 
the most amazing part of this construc- 
tion to our neighbors as well as to our- 





selves was the ease with which a 12-foot 
oak strip can be tortured into a curve, 
screwed down and fitted to within a six- 
teenth of an inch. 

Second day. Sunday, three and a half 
hours. Now we were learning what 
building a boat from a kit is really all 
about—it’s gluing and screwing. Ma- 
rine glue, it was amazing to learn, is 
a brown sticky molasses that is smeared 
on cold. We expected to be heating 
woodworker’s glue. But, finding the 
glue in a can and so easy to use was 
another of the many work-saving sur- 
prises in this age of kits. The task for 
the day was the gluing and screwing 
down of one half of the bottom of our 
craft, a ten-foot sheet of pre-shaped ply- 
wood. When marine plywood joins oak 
it requires screws every two inches, 
along every edge of every sheet. It was 
here that we learned that putting in 
screws really comprises four separate 
processes: marking, drilling, counter- 
sinking and finally screw driving. We 
wound up with a collection of blistered 
palms. Next morning, Monday, we were 
the first customers at the hardware 
store. Our purchase, an automatic 
screwdriver attachment for our quar- 
ter-inch drill. It proved itself worth 
every cent of the $7 investment

Four more days. Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, and Thursday, ten evening 
hours. By the first Sunday evening, we 
had moved the framework into the ga- 
rage, with the numbered wood parts 
stacked along one wall and with our 
basic tools neatly at hand.

steps carefully outlined on six pages of 
the production script. The Sea Horse 
did now resemble a boat, but we were 
only two pages into the eight page pro- 
duction schedule. During this week- 
end, the centerboard assembly came 
together and was set in a slot in the keel. 
The seat-like thwart steadied it between 
the frames and now all the visiting chil- 
dren had to take turns sitting in the 
boat. In our enthusiasm, we could al- 
ready begin to smell sea air! 

Eleventh day. By the middle of the 
second week, the mast-step and deck 
supports, all pre-cut and pre-drilled 
ready for installation, were locked into 
place with long screws.

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TWO- TEMPERATURE 
HEATING SYSTEM 


By C. W. Nessell* 


PROPERLY operating home heat- 
ing system should keep tempera- 
ture variations from room to room to 
within three degrees (F) at all times. 
Some houses, to be evenly and com- 
fortably heated, require a heating sys- 
tem controlled by more than one 
thermostat. In other cases an existing 
system may be “tuned up”—that is, re- 
adjusted—to deliver a more even circu- 
lation and distribution of heat. 
Bear in mind that a thermostat meas- 
ures the air temperature only of the 


HEALTHY. comfortable living is assured 
with a zoned home heating system operated 
automatically by two or more thermostats. 


room it is in. It “assumes” the other 
room air temperatures are about the 
same, which they probably are if there is 
good air circulation between rooms. Un- 
fortunately this is not always the case. 
Some rooms lose heat faster than others 
and hence require additional heat more 
frequently. The installation of an addi- 
tional thermostat in these rooms will 
bring them “back in line” and help 
equalize the temperature throughout 
the house. 

First it is necessary to determine 
whether to correct your heat distribu- 
tion problem by (1) adjusting the heat- 
ing system; or (2) installing additional 
thermostats. To help you determine the 
needs of your own system, perform the 
following steps: 

(1) If you have a forced warm-air 
furnace, clean or replace the filters.

(2) Open the vents in each of the 
warm-air registers, then move away any 
furniture standing in front of either a 
warm-air or return-air register so that 
air flow is unimpeded. 

(3) Purge a hot-water heating system 
of all air by opening the vent valve on 
each radiator. 

At this point call in a professional 
heating man. Continuing your prepara- 
tory steps, he will: 

(4) Check the furnace or boiler and 
the automatic burner to see that they 
are operating safely and efficiently. 

(5) Calculate the amount of heat 
your house needs during the coldest 
weather and adjust the fuel-burning 
rate of the automatic burner accord- 
ingly. 

(6) Regulate—in the case of a forced 
warm-air heating system—the quantity

hanging all around. In only minutes, the 
power saw had ripped away the excess 
plywood. Some work with a rasp and then 
ahand plane brought the edge flush with 
the gunwales. The decks locked neatly 
over the newly cleaned edge and were then 
iso trimmed flush. An oak rub rail cov- 

ed the place where the plywood edges 

net. 

By the fifteenth day, the second Satur- 
day, its construction finished, the boat sat 
put on the lawn in unpainted, pristine 
splendor. We pretended to busy ourselves 
slightly tapering the 18-foot mast while 
keeping one eye open for the older kids 
who now crowded around the family’s new 
asset. We especially beamed as car after 
car slowed down while passing our house, 
proving that the children had carried home 
word of our activity. The down-the-street 
neighbors learned from their children 
what the up-the-street neighbors had 
found out first-hand from the scream of 
the electric saw, the whine of the drill, 
the pounding of hammers and the rasping 
of files. 

The third Sunday was one for sand- 
papering and calking. Rough spots on 
edges and ends were softened or smoothed. 
Holes from well meant but misguided 
screw holes were filled with the mariner’s 
version of putty, a thick, gummy paste that 
a spatula forces into seams, holes, cracks 
and crevices to keep out the sea. Helping 
ourselves from a one-pound can of calking 
we liberally applied it to any point that 
even began to look like a water entry. Any- 
one who has ever painted an unfinished 
table or bookcase can paint a boat. The 
marine plywood needs sealing and so son, 
daughter, friends and neighbors helped to 
splash on two pints of Firzite. By the six- 
teenth day, the primer coat of paint was 
just as enthusiastically sprinkled, spat- 
tered and spread, over bare wood, top, 
sides and insides. The bottom was left 
until the very end of the painting period 
when it could be given both coats while the 
boat rested upside-down. Mast, tiller and 
boom were simply varnished in successive 
Coats. 


There are many kinds of marine paint 
but for the small boat owner there are 
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primarily two major types; one for above 
water, one for below. We used the kit’s 
top-and-deck paint for the bulk of the boat, 
applying it in two coats with 24-hours in 
between. The bottom gets its own paint 
specially made to resist marine growth. 

The last of the twenty-one days was 
spent in mounting brass hardware. This 
was a comical adventure as we learned to 
distinguish beween blocks, cleats, fairleads, 
goosenecks, and tracks. These, after all is 
said and done, turned out to be pulleys, 
rope guides, tie points and other seaworthy 
installations that simplify life aboard a 
sailing vessel. Now that we are real 
“salty,” we would not dream of calling a 
block a pulley or the main halyard a rope 
up the mast. But we’ll admit, on the eve- 
ning of the nineteenth day, we invited an 
experienced yatchsman over to guide the 
final mountings. He found that we had 
one fitting upside down and another in the 
wrong place; but five minutes with the 
screwdriver, and we were well on the way 
to earning his respect as “able-bodied” sea- 
men. The problem of identifying the ma- 
rine hardware led us to consult the dic- 
tionary. In Mr. Webster’s big book, we 
found out what the gudgeon and pintle 
could do for the tiller. They are the pin 
and eye that lock rudder to transom. 

Hardware on the mast either relates to 
the sail, for example, the track which se- 
cures the sail so that it runs up and down 
the mast; or to the main halyard that one 
pulls to raise or drop the sail; or to the 
stays that steady the mast against the force 
of the wind. On the boat shell, hardware 
guides in anchor lines, guides the main 
sheet (this is the key rope when you’re at 
last underway), secures stays, halyards 
and the others. 

Our maiden voyage under sail is the sub- 
ject of a hilarious 8mm film that is mainly 
funny because the motor that was to safe- 
guard us against becalming itself was be- 
calmed! We jerked the starter cord right 
off when accidentally trying to start it in 
gear. Our first efforts at tacking and 
reaching (sailing into and with the wind), 
finally found us at the mercy of the ebb 
tide. We finally reached home port, igno-

§ pe brand new Buick Compact—the Special—is quite spe- 
cial in a number of ways. Typical are its aluminum block 
engine and the double propeller shaft. 

One of the first things you will note when getting behind the 
wheel is the use of a red warning light instead of a conventional 
heat gauge. This is located just below the left turn signal. As 
soon as the ignition key is turned to the Start position the 
temperature warning light will come on, but it should go out 
the instant the engine starts. 

A word of explanation about the gas gauge. This reads accu 
rately only when the ignition switch is in the On position. Don’t 
be alarmed if the pointer comes to rest at any position between 
empty and full with ignition at Off.

Driving a Special, with the new Buick 
automatic transmission, you are imme- 
diately impressed with the fact that 
there is a wide space on the selector 
guide plate between Park and Neutral 
which makes for easier control. For 
safety’s sake you need to raise the lever 
slightly before it will go into P or R. 

Buick owners accustomed to the 
smoothness of the former Dynaflow full 
torque drive may be puzzled to note a 
slight shift at low speed or at higher 
speed in a fast start. This is due to the 
switch to a Dual Flow automatic—ac- 
tually a double path torque flow type of 
drive with a converter. It’s an arrange- 
ment whereby engine torque in direct 
drive follows two parallel paths—one is 
hydraulic, the other mechanical. This is 
divided 36.6 percent mechanically and 
63.4 percent through the hydraulic path. 
An advantage of the system is that there 
is provision for maximum pick-up when 
flooring the accelerator pedal. 

Six quarts of Type A automatic trans- 
mission oil are needed. Draining and re- 
filling are recommended at 25,000-mile 
intervals. Torque multiplication is 3.6 in 
Low and Drive before the converter 
clutch engagement. In Drive range it is 
1.5 after the converter clutch engages. 
The action of the converter clutch is 
controlled by the governor as well as 
the throttle opening, very much as shift 
points are controlled in other automatic 
transmissions. 

With this Buick drive the engine can- 
not be started by pushing or pulling. So 
take care that the battery is kept in

prime condition. If it fails, a booster bat- 
tery will be needed to crank the engine. 
Also unless the propeller shaft is discon- 
nected at the rear companion flange the 
car must not be towed with the rear 
wheels on the road. The propeller shaft 
must also be supported otherwise it will 
damage the center universal joint. 

There are three joints in the drive 
line of the Special operating through 
two propeller shafts, the center univer- 
sal being of the constant velocity type. 
Just ahead of the center joint there is a 
center bearing. Complicated as it seems, 
the entire assembly requires little serv- 
ice because all three joints are lubri- 
cated for life. If a joint wears or becomes 
noisy there’s a service kit which should 
be used. It consists of a spider com- 
plete with bearing assemblies and snap 
rings. One other feature of the driveline 
should be noted, however. This is the 
slip joint. Its spline requires lubrication 
with multi-purpose grease, EP No. 1 
grade, every 10,000 miles. A grease fit- 
ting is installed after removing the plug. 
Be sure the plug is replaced after greas- 
ing. 

For Special with synchromesh trans- 
mission, the clutch is the conventional 
disk type operated through a suspended 
pedal. It is easier to operate because of 
an over-center spring. If pedal pressure 
is too great, the pedal rod may be bind- 
ing at the point where it goes through 
the cowl. Keep all linkage pins lubri- 
cated with engine oil and the equalizer 
greased with chassis lube. 

Just a word or two about the Special’s 
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V-8 150 hp engine construction before 
considering its special needs. Cast 
aluminum is used for the cylinder block 
and crankcase with iron cylinder inserts 
cast in place. These inserts are not re- 
placeable. Cylinder heads are of cast 
aluminum with iron valve seats and 
valve stem guides. Valve seats are not 
replaceable but the guides, which are a 
press fit, can be taken out and re- 
placed. 

The engine is fitted with hydraulic 
valve lifters so the matter of proper en- 
gine oil selection is important. An AC 
full-flow oil filter is externally mounted 
to the oil filler cover nipple located on 
the right side of the engine below the 
generator. Should the filter become 
clogged its by-pass valve will open. 
Buick advises changing the filter at the 
first thousand miles and thereafter 
every 4,000 miles, but warns of more 
frequent changes when driving in dusty 
country. 

Incidentally, the Special’s hood fas 
tener mechanism will operate more 
easily if you put a light coating of Lubri- 
plate on the latch lever and the pilot. 
Every 5,000 miles clean and re-oil the 
crankcase ventilator filler cap. 

Buicks designed for sale in California 
are equipped with a positive crankcase 
ventilating system which has a valve 
that should be taken apart and cleaned 
every 5,000 miles. In this arrangement, 
crankcase vapors are sucked directly 
into the intake manifold and are burned 
in the cylinders. This helps to check 
smog by preventing the exhausting of 
crankcase vapors directly into the air, 
but the plan is no aid to engine effi- 
ciency. I tried this idea years ago and 
found that it may adversely affect the 
mixture at idling and slow car speeds. 

A 15-pound pressure cap on the Spe- 
cial’s radiator means that the boiling 
point of the coolant is raised 38°. Many 
motorists forget that in addition to the 
blowoff valve a pressure cap must also 
have a vacuum valve to relieve the 
vacuum which is created when the sys- 
tem cools off. Speaking of pressure, re- 
member that a newly broken-in Special 
engine may have a compression pressure 
higher than 160 pounds. Variations in 
pressure be- [Continued on page 155]

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Having come to this decision, the next 
decision was to determine which available 
components to get for the innards without 
ruining the outward appearance of the 
cabinet. This old Magnavox (similar styles 
were made by RCA, Philco, Zenith and 
many other manufacturers) had a combi- 
nation AM tuner and amplifier, two 
12-inch 250-ohm speakers and a record 
changer. Speaker substitution was no 
problem, as 12 inches is still 12 inches no 
matter who the manufacturer is. 

Speaker choice was a pair of Knight 
triaxial high fidelity speakers. A bit of 
careful measurement indicated that a Rek- 
0-Kut turntable and matching arm would 
fit the space where the old record changer 
was formerly located. An Eico FM tuner 
and an Eico stereo amplifier were the 
choice for the “working” part of the con- 
version 

The next step, of course, was to remove 
all the old components: the amplifier, the 
two speakers and the record changer. This 
left a sad-looking cabinet, full of dust and 
cobwebs. A vacuum cleaner and a damp 
rag soon cleared up that debris. Before any 
more work was done the cabinet was 
turned upside down—such an ignominious 
position—so that double ball-bearing 
casters could be mounted as shown in the 
drawing. These casters are invisible as 
they are mounted behind the existing legs. 
Clearance should be carefully checked so 
that wheels can swivel without interfer- 
ence from the legs. Casters were used for 
it was soon realized that a lot of pushing 
and pulling would be done while the 
shelves for the components and the compo- 
nents themselves were being mounted and 
installed. The casters proved to be a real 
back-saver. 

A suitable front panel cut out of quarter- 
inch mahogany plywood to accept the 
tuner and amplifier was next in order. 
Templates supplied with the tuner and am- 
plifier were used before any actual drill- 
ing or cutting took place. 

The next problem was to make a shelf 
support for the tuning unit and a similar 
shelf support for the amplifier. The tuner 
and the amplifier were temporarily in- 
stalled and checked against the new front 
panel. Some trimming and shimming was 
required (a trial and error system) but 
fnally the tuner and amplifier rested in 
their proper position with the control but-

tons projecting through their respective 
holes. 

Templates supplied for the turntable 
were taped to a 34-inch plywood board and 
carbon paper and a pencil were used to 
transpose the markings to the board. An 
important change was made in the position 
of the turntable: it was located a scant four 
inches below the top of the cabinet instead 
of the previous ten inches. Moving the 
turntable closer to the top of the cabinet 
was found to be much more convenient 
than having it on the bottom of a well. 

Final construction was to cut two 
34-inch-thick plywood boards to house the 
two speakers. The speakers were not

ing the helm with a tense grip to keep the 
boat on course; the salt spray coats your 
windshield and blows in the side to sting 
your eyes; you don’t make as much head. 
way and you burn more fuel; it’s generally 
a long way in and out of harbors; there are 
stretches with no sheltered harbors; the 
weather is more likely to stop your prog. 
ress; and engine failure can mean a cap. 
sized light boat if the sea kicks up while 
you're stranded. At best, offshore cruising 
in a small boat should be done in short hops 
with solid forecasts of fair weather. But 
we'll take the inland waterways every time 
for a vacation rather than an exercise— 
except, perhaps, for island-studded coastal 
waters such as are found in the Pacific 
Northwest. 

Boat handling is a subject we couldn't 
begin to cover here. Instead, we’d recom. 
mend a book like Piloting, Seamanship and 
Small Boat Handling, by Chapman. 
we will say that boating requires everys 
thing the title of that book implies. It isn’§ 
complicated—more a matter of alertness, 
common sense and courtesy. In fact, the 
sure knowledge and skill in handling your 
craft is one of the great pleasures of boat- 
ing. Yet too many people think they know 
how to handle a boat because they can 
make it go, turn, back up and stop. They're 
the kind who speed between moored boats, 
tie up with four feet of clothesline when 
the tide is going to drop to six feet, keep 
to the left of a channel instead of the right 
or smoke when they’re overfilling their 
gas tanks. So learn the ropes (they’re 
lines on a boat); you'll have a safer, less 
embarrassing, more enjoyable time. 

Planning for a cruise means deciding 
where you want to go and getting all the 
information you can about the area. Two 
good initial sources are the Chamber of 
Commerce division in any state, and the 
major oil companies, several of which sup- 
ply free cruising guides and information 
about the larger bodies of water. The 


cruising guides, however, are small-scale} 


and not for navigation. Detailed naviga® 
tion charts for inland waters are avaik 
able at nominal fees from U. S. Amy

so that the burner cycle will occur four to 
six times an hour instead of just once or 
twice. This will cause the burner to operate 
the same total minutes per hour but the on 
cycles will be more frequent. Result: 
smoother heating. 

Usually a system’s heating performance 
is greatly improved following these adjust- 
ments and in many instances balanced 
heating is completely restored. However, 
if adjustment fails to correct the trouble 
it will be necessary to consider “zoning” 
your house for additional thermostats. 

As a first step, place a thermometer in 
the center of each room and about three 
feet from the floor. After 30 minutes re- 
cord the reading of each one on a paper 
ruled with columns representing each 
room. Fifteen minutes later take another 
set of readings and a third set after a simi- 
lar time interval. Then compare them, 
room against room. Any room that is con- 
sistently more than three or four degrees 
warmer or cooler than the room with the 
thermostat should be noted. 

To regulate the heat flow of a forced 
warm-air system, locate the ducts in the 
basement that supply the warm-air regis- 
ters in each of the rooms you have noted. 
The dampers on ducts leading to over- 
heated rooms should be closed slightly; 
conversely, those on ducts leading to un- 
derheated rooms should be opened slightly. 

After half an hour, take another set of 
room air temperature readings. These may 
show that the adjustments you made have 
slightly changed the heat flow to some of 
the other rooms; consequently, further ad- 
justments may be required. Balancing a 
heating system in this manner may re- 
quire several evenings, but it is the same 
“zeroing-in” method used by professional 
heating men. 

Balancing a hot-water heating system is 
a little more complicated. If a room re- 
mains cold, even after the radiator valve 
has been turned wide open, a larger radia- 
tor may be needed. 

Now review the last set of room air tem- 
perature readings. If all are within two or 
three degrees of each other, additional 
thermostats will probably not be neces- 
sary. But before deciding, examine the 
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[Continued from page 136] 


readings for each individual room. For in- 
stance, if temperature fluctuations in most 
of the rooms were negligible, but varied by 
four or five degrees in the basement rec- 
reation room, it would be evident that this 
room needs an individually controlled heat 
supply and a thermostat of its own. 

Zoning. The use of two or more thermo. 
stats is known as “zone-control” heating: 
that is, the house is divided into zones, each 
one with its own heating requirements and 
thermostat. To divide your house into the 
necessary zones, refer to the temperature 
readings you have taken; at the same time 
take into account the following common 
“zone areas: ”’ 

(1) Any rooms over an unheated area 
(such as a garage) should be grouped into 
one zone. Basement rooms should also 
comprise a separate zone. 

(2) Each level of a split-level or multi- 
level house should be a separate zone with 
its own thermostat. 

(3) A room in an extended wing of the 
house that is exposed to the weather on 
three sides will require more heat during 
cold weather than the more sheltered 
rooms in the rest of the house. Such a room 
should have its own thermostat. 

(4) A room with extensive window area 
requires a lot of heat at frequent intervals; 
hence, it too should have its own heat sup 
ply and thermostat. 

(5) As a rule south rooms require less 
heat than north rooms, especially when 
the sun is shining. Therefore, the south and 
the north rooms are frequently grouped 
into separate zones, each zone having its 
own thermostat. 

(6) A room with a fireplace will require 
less heat from the heating system when the 
fire is burning, so it too should have its 
own thermostat. 

(7) Consider dividing the house intoa 
living zone and a sleeping zone, each with 
its own thermostat, since cooler tempera 
tures in the occupied sleeping zone may be 
desired at night. 

Each zone must receive heat from the 
furnace or boiler through its own supply 
line. This is done on a forced warm-aif 
system by means of a damper which is 
placed in the duct and is opened or closed 
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by a small electrical device responsive to 
its thermostat. On a hot-water system, heat 
control to each zone is governed by an elec- 
trically operated valve in each pipe main 
supplying a zone. In either case, avoid 
completely stopping heat flow to any zone. 

All the warm-air registers in a particu- 
lar zone must be supplied from the duct 
that is common to that zone. Many cen- 
trally located furnaces have two main 
ducts that lead off in opposite directions. In 
such cases, if all the rooms at one end of the 
house are in one zone and those at the 
other end in another, it will be necessary 
only to insert a damper with a modulator 
operator in each of the main ducts; this 
then will complete the job except for the 
wiring. 

When the basement recreation room 
constitutes one zone and the rest of the 
house another, damper installation is 
equally simple: one damper is inserted in 
the duct supplying the basement and an- 
other in the main duct supplying the rest 
of the house. 

If your house divides itself naturally 
into two zones, you have a choice of two 
types of operation, both modulatory. The 
first uses an independently operated ther- 
mostat, damper and damper operating 
mechanism for each zone. The second, and 
less expensive system, calls for one ther- 
mostat in the main area of the house and 
another in the lower level. The upstairs 
thermostat controls the burner; the lower- 
level thermostat activates a single damper 
operator that controls the two dampers— 
one in the main duct supplying the rooms 
on the main floor and the other in the duct 
supplying the lower level. The action of 
the lower-level thermostat diverts just the 
right amount of heat to the lower-level 
rooms. This type of operation can be used 
with any two-zone layout, but not in a 
house divided into three or more zones. In 
the latter case a separate thermostat, 
damper and damper operator must be fur- 
nished for each zone. 

It is hoped this article will help you de- 
termine (1) whether or not your house 
needs more than one thermostat; and (2) 
itso, how to divide your house into heating 
zones. However, unless you are unusually 
skilled in sheet-metal work or in pipe fit- 
tng, know and understand electrical 
circuits, call in a professional. ®

mounted on a single board as it was impos- 
sible to place the board against the front of 
the cabinet because of interference from 
reinforcing struts. Two separate panels, 
one for each speaker, were necessary. The 
two speakers were temporarily mounted 
on their respective boards for placement 
and then removed. The boards were 
then fastened to the front of the cabinet 
with flathead wood screws and then the 
speakers were installed. Two short metal 
strips, one at the top and one at the bottom, 
keep the speaker boards in place. This was 
necessary as only in the exact center of the 
cabinet was there sufficient wood to engage 
a screw. 

Then came the pleasant and compara- 
tively easy task of wiring the components 
to each other. We experienced a most 
alarming hum when the amplifier was 
turned to “phone.” Hum is a common 
occurrence with stereo cartridges. We 
tracked down the demon and killed him 
dead in his tracks by grounding the pickup 
arm and the two chassis. 

Because the two speakers are so close 
together, you don’t have to be in any par- 
ticular part of the room in order to hear 
stereo sound. The so-called stereo effect is 
muted but the sound is splendid. After all, 





* what is more important stereo sound or 


good music? However, if you prefer the 
full stereo effect with sound coming from 
two sources, the two speakers in the cabi- 
net can be hooked up in parallel with an 
auxiliary speaker at the opposite end of 
the room. Try it with your old radio con- 
sole. R.B.

tween cylinders should not exceed 15 
pounds. 

Partly because of the hydraulic valve 
lifters only oil designated for service MS 
or for service DG should be used. These 
are heavy duty oils. Oils marked for serv- 
ice ML or for service MM should not. be 
used with the Special’s engine. Don’t for- 
get that while these oils are designed to 
prove a wide adaptability they too should 
be selected for the season of the year. These 
are the SAE 5W-10W or 5W-20W for 10 
below zero weather as well as the 10W-30 
' or 10W-20 for temperature not lower than 
10° below and the 10W-30 or 10W-20 for 

temperatures above freezing. 

In the break-in period Buick advises 
against a maximum speed of more than 50 
mph during the first 300 miles. Don’t sub- 
ject the engine to full throttle acceleration 
or high speed until it is well warmed up. 

It is a good idea to lubricate the door, 
trunk and side roof rail weatherstripping, 
as well as the seal of the hood cowl, with a 
littie silicone rubber lube. For the wind- 
shield wiper motor crank pin a little engine 
oil is the deal. 

Cleaning the air cleaner calls for a few 

' precautions. Use kerosene. Be sure to 
squeeze the element, do not wring it. Clean 
every 5,000 miles. Then saturate the ele- 
ment with 10W-30 oil and squeeze so that 
itis merely damp dry. 

To drain the cooling system, remove the 
pipe plugs on each side of the cylinder 
block, in addition to opening the radiator 
drain cock. The system has a capacity of 12 
quarts without heater, 13.5 quarts with 
heater. A feature of the new Buick auto- 
matic transmission is that it is air-cooled. 
Air enters through ports in the engine 
block and then flows downward through 
holes in the flywheel until it reaches the 
converter pump housing. It finally exits 
through louvered holes located in the bot- 
tom cover 


The manual transmission holds 2% pints 
of lube while the rear axle housing has a 
capacity of 2% pints. The engine takes four 
quarts of oil with another quart for a “dry” 
oil filter.

LONG time ago the Eastman Kodak 

Company had a slogan “You press 
the button, we do the rest.” It referred 
to a camera that was loaded at the factory 
for 100 exposures. After a summer of 
snap-shooting, the owner would mail the 
camera to Eastman, the film would be 
processed, pictures would be printed and 
back would come the camera with a fresh 
load of film good for another season of pic- 
ture taking. When was this remarkable 
camera produced? Well, boys and girls, 
somewhere around 1900! 

Now we have a brand-new version in the 
Kodak Automatic III introduced by East- 
man. It is a member of the Retina family 
and has enough automatic control features 
to gladden the hearts of any photo fan. 
First of all it has a photo-electric exposure 
meter to control the lens diaphragm. This 
meter will set the camera automatically to 
the correct lens opening for any one of five 
shutter speeds, 1/30th to 1/500th of a sec- 
ond. If the light is not sufficient for a prop- 
erly exposed negative, the shutter will lock 
and a stop signal appears in the finder. 

The camera has a coincident-type range 
finder combined with a view finder. The 
range finder is directly coupled to a color- 
corrected 45mm f-2.8 Xenar lens. The 
camera will focus as closely as 3% feet. 
The Compur shutter is, of course, synchro- 
nized for flash. Accidental double ex- 
posure is impossible. However, a double 
exposure can be deliberately made when 
special effects are desired. 

A lever operated with a single stroke 
advances the film, cocks the shutter and 
sets and exposure counter. The film re- 
wind knob can be set at a symbol so the 
user will know just what type of film he 
has inside the camera. An excellent job 
by the General Motors of the photographic 
industry, it sells for a shade under $130. ®

the machines are the judge and jury. The 
RSO is merely the executioner. He carries 
out the judgment of the maze of electronic 
gear at his fingertips—but he must do it 
instantly and without error. Needless to 
say, it takes a cool, detached mind to de. 
stroy a multi-million dollar rocket witha 
single flip of a switch. 

The world knew little of Canaveral mis. 
haps until the celebrated post-Sputnik 
Vanguard satellite vehicle of December 6, 
1957, rose three feet and then sat down on 
its pad. But missiles were misfiring at Ca 
naveral long before that. One of the 
wackiest of the earlier incidents involved 
a usually-reliable Redstone Intermediate 
Range Missile. It went up, did a back flip, 
then dived backward, landing some 1,500 
feet in back of the Cape’s old fire station 
The impact concussion blew in all the wit 
dows and the back doors of the firehouse, 
and caved in the side and lifted the roof a 
inch off a neighboring supply hangar, scat 
tering bins of nuts and bolts. 

Probably the most widely-known failure 
at the Cape was the Juno II moon rocket 
that went berserk on July 16, 1959. Tabbed 
the “kitchen sink” project because of its 
all-purpose satellite, the Juno had a short, 
spectacular flight seen by millions across 
the nation on Edward R. Murrow’s TY 
epic, Biography Of A Missile. 

With hundreds of live witnesses, includ 
ing the leading space newsmen of the 
world, the 76-foot, four-stage Juno rose 
about 100 feet, then wheeled drunkenly 
sideways in a horizontal arc. The Range 
Safety Officer pushed the Destruct button 
and flaming metallic fragments showered 
down within 50 yards of the blockhouse. 
Heartbroken scientists inside the block- 
house looked on more in disappointment 
than in fear while outside newsmen scur- 
ried for cover. The explosion was so close 
that blockhouse personnel had to sit outa 
safety waiting period before they could 
leave. 

In terms of property damage, the worst 
explosion in the Cape’s history occu 
September 24, 1959—one year to the day 
after the Polaris mishap. Just eleven days

The Thor Intermediate 
Range Ballistic Missile, for instance, ra 
up a string of 16 straight successes two 
years ago, and just last year, the big 
Atlas chalked up 17 straight before one 
failed. 

New missile programs will inevitably 
have their mishaps too, and Cape Canav- 
eral will undoubtedly have some mor 
spectacular close calls. But with wel 
planned and carefully practiced safety 
procedures, that’s what they’I] always be-

knowing full well that many of the sports 
car publications were starry-eyed about 
the Aston’s greatness, I was all but smoth. 
ered with protests and claims of incompe 
tence by well-meaning, unknowledgeable 
buffs. After our article hit the stands, the 
front-end fault was corrected at the Aston. 
Martin factory and the front end of our test 
car was reworked by Alfred Momo. The 
car soon became a gem but the very fact 
that I had dared criticize it at all brought 
irate letters that kept coming for a good six 
or seven years. Briggs sold the car several 
years later and a pal of mine on the Eastem 
shore of Maryland now owns it. 

I went to Europe twice with Briggs Cun. 
ningham’s American sports car team and 
Joe, my Labrador Retriever, was the 
team’s official mascot, wearing his blue and 
white sweater in the Cunningham pits at 
LeMans. Joe was a great pal and we stil 
miss him, though Boji does his best to take 
his place. 

In the development of car performanee 
to its present day height, many wonderful 
things paved the way. Bill Frick’s Fordil- 
lac (a 49 Ford with a ’49 Cadillac engine), 
which he developed with Briggs Cunning- 
ham and Phil Walters, was a tough blow 
at the time to the hotrodders. When ! 
matched my MI Ford against Cunningham 
and the Fordillac, he could take me every 
time at 0-60 mph, which he could ravel of 
in a hair under nine seconds against my ten 
flat, but I’d take him on the top end when 
he ran out of gears. Bill Frick’s Fordilla 
set back the hop-up and hotrod boys for 
several years as no amount of equipment 
added to the standard Ford block of the 
day could out-torque or out-drag that ther 
big Caddy engine in a Ford chassis. Today 
a Valiant with a kit could eat the Fordilla 
alive. 

What started the whole sports car bus- 
ness in this country (and don’t let anyon 
tell you differently) was the first MG-TC

go.” He creamed dozens of movie stars and 
other celebrities in their Duesenbergs, 
Cadillacs and all sorts of unglamorous, logy 
specials of the day. Soon the talk got 
around that a guy in a little red sports car 
was the hottest thing on the Pacific Coast. 
I raced Harry Rummins in 1948 from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco, a distance of 
roughly 500 miles. I was driving a ’48 Mer- 
cury and he was in that little spider- 
wheeled red bomb. It’s ancient history that 
he beat my brains out—and I was pulling 
every trick in the book just to stay on the 
road and alive. This was the car and this 
was the guy—Harry Rummins and the 
smartest piece of quiet merchandising ever 
pulled. It got Americans thinking about 
sports cars. Harry Rummins’ TC was the 
first sports car test we ever ran. 

I took delivery of the first T’bird sold 
in 1954. This job won the sports car division 
of the Speed Trials in 1955 at a speed of 
126.9, once I had given it a real King Kong 
tune-up and selected the right rear-axle 
ratio, after trying nine different ones. The 
story of my Mexican Lincoln in ’53, one of 
the greatest cars I ever owned, told how it 
failed in the Daytona Beach Speed Trials 
when a generator bushing froze as I en- 
tered the traps. The introduction of the 
first Chrysler 300s in 1955 was another big 
milestone in American car performance. 
Then the hot Chevys and Pontiacs that fol- 
lowed made their marks and the great 
Chrysler 300F that got down the beach at 
better than 149 mph winds up performance 
to date—but performance value is now 
taking quite a breather. 

Ten years ago, when 0-60 mph in ten 
seconds and a real 100 mph were sensa- 
tional, performance was a major selling 
point for many automobiles. It’s still a 
point but not nearly as strong as it once 
was. With the introduction of American 
compacts on a large scale (following the 
trail blazed by George Romney’s Ram- 
blers), the sales pitch has shifted to such 
things as economy, comfort and “adequate” 
performance. As this is being written, big- 
time Detroit is still in doubt as to how far 
the compact craze will go. Many are build- 
ing compromise rigs so they can jump

either way. Even the larger cars are being 
shaved down in size, as the honest guys in 
Detroit will tell you they just don’t know 
what people are going to want in the fu- 
ture. More emphasis is being given today to 
operational economy than has been given 
to it in over ten years. The new materials 
such as plastics and aluminum are being 
utilized as weight-saving measures in an 
effort to squeeze out another mile or two 
per gallon. 

Personally, I feel much of this economy 
stuff is a farce. Covering a story for MI well 
over 13 years ago, I sat at a luncheon in 
New York where one of the engineering 
greats of the industry got up and made the 
following statement: “Some day we'll have 
cars on the road with 10:1 compression 
ratio and when we do, all cars will get bet- 
ter than 30 miles to a gallon.” (6.5: 1 wasa 
typical compression ratio at that time.) 
Well, I have three cars in my garage right 
now; all three of them have compression 
ratios higher than 10:1. I won’t even tell 
you whether I get 30 miles to a gallon or 
not—you know damn well I don’t. So wha’ 
hoppen? Since that highly-touted engineer 
made that statement, engine sizes have al- 
most doubled; horsepower has more than 
doubled, and we’ve added a jungle-full of 
accessories and power assists. Today the 
owner of a 10:1 and higher compression 
ratio car averages a lot fewer miles per 
gallon than he did when that speech was 
made. And don’t forget, cars—except the 
compacts—weigh at least a third more 
than they used to. 

Some of the changes I’ve seen take place 
(and for my dough, we’d be better off if 
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we took them all back) are idiot lights, 
tubeless tires, small wheels, ridiculously 
big glass areas which fry you like an over- 
done pigeon, and rattles we didn’t believe 
were possible just ten years ago. 

In summing up, since this test series 
started, I’ve tested hundreds of cars and 
have observed and reported on hundreds 
of changes. I’ve seen good cars fail and poor 
cars continue. It’s been a great 15 years but 
I sometimes ask myself, “What the hell 
was I drinking the night I thought up car 
testing?” ®

to about 50 mph and rode the center line. 
Then, fortunately for us, we found and fol- 
lowed for the next three hours two full- 
blown lunatics of the road. One, in an old 
convertible, whipped by us doing between 
65 and 70 mph. Despite the poor visibility, 
I speeded up, just keeping the red glow of 
his taillights in view and still riding the 
center line. Actually, you could make out 
the taillights almost 100 feet ahead. By 








straddling the center line I figured if this 
goof got into trouble I’d still have enough 
time to swerve left or right after the crash. 
The fog continued, worse than I’ve ever 
seen it, and after about 75 miles the goof- 
ball ahead poohed out and pulled over. 

About that time we just had to gas up. 
Creeping along, we found the lights on the 
slot leading into a turnpike filling station. 
From the lines on the road and the signs, 
we knew approximately where the gas 
pumps had to be in this big Ohio Turnpike 
station but, on my word of honor, we 
couldn’t see them and consumed valuable 
time trying to find them—that’s how bad 
visibility was. Under the station’s flood- 
lights, which just seemed to radiate the fog, 
visibility was almost nil. When we did find 
the pumps, the two gas station attendants 
were standing on the pump islands to keep 
from being run over! I could see our time 
and average speed going down the drain. 

I had advised the boys at Pontiac and 
editor Bill Parker to be on hand to meet 
me when I hit New York, so things looked 
pretty gloomy. I discussed with Jim the

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possibility of calling the whole thing off but 
we hit the road again and luckily found an- 
other guy, in a full nut suit, plowing 
through the fog at just a hair under 70 mph. 
Again I tagged right behind. He carried us 
another 50 miles and then we were on our 
own. I drove as fast as I dared, under the 
conditions. At long last, after more than 208) 
miles of fog, it started to lift near the Penns 
sylvania line—and soon we were in the 
clear. 

At 11:14 p.m. we entered the Penn Turn 
pike with time to make up. Another gag 
stop and 360-plus miles later we hit the 
New Jersey Turnpike at 5: 15 a.m. Daylight 
came on the Jersey pike. Soon we were at 
the Lincoln Tunnel, through it and heading 
crosstown to the Grand Central Station. 
Exactly 13 hours, 57 minutes and 47 sec 
onds after saying good-by to my wife at the 
LaSalle Street Station in Chicago, I turned 
the engine off at the entrance to Grand 
Central at Vanderbilt Avenue and 43rd St. 
in New York with more than two hours to 
kill before the train arrived! After a long, 
leisurely breakfast at the Biltmore with 
Bett and Bill Parker and Bob Emerick, we 
strolled over to the station and waited for 
the train to pull in. The entire trip had cost 
Jim and myself just a hair under $20 for 
fuel and tolls, as against $90 for my wife 
(and I’m still wondering whether she was 
worth it). 

Now, if that isn’t the damndest coast-to- 
coast economy run you ever heard about, 
please let me know. Our gas mileage dur- 
ing that last night once fell as low as 238 
mpg but the overall average for the almost 
900-mile trip from Chicago was 24.4 mpg 
and our average speed was 63.77 mph.

As if the little Tempest hadn’t already 
suffered enough on this trip, we finally 
loaded into it all the baggage my wife had 
brought on the train, plus our gear which 
included typewriters, camera equipment 
and a month’s clothes for the three of us.

It 
can be ordered in a bagful of varieties in- 
cluding an all-aluminum V8 similar to the 
F-85 and Buick Special pots, or this new 
half-a-big-V8 four that defies the keenest 
ear or touch to determine whether it’s a 
four, six, eight or 12 when doing 50 mph 
or better. The transmission (and here’sa 
new one) is in the rear. The drive is bya 
5%@-inch forged steel rod through a torque 
tube, bent at the end. All four wheels are 
independently sprung and the rear features 
a transaxle (meaning a big, spring-loaded 
hinge) similar in design to some imports 
such as Volkswagen, or Chevy’s Corvair. 

The four-cylinder engine is available in 
two compression ratios, one for high test 
(such as we had) and one for regular soup, 
and you can get it with either single o 
four-barrel carburetion. There are alsoa 
number of rear-axle ratios available. Our 
test car pulled the economy 3.08. Despite 
this, it showed an amazing 0-60 mph time 
of 13.5 seconds with the automatic trans 
mission. With a stick shift and some less 
torque-robbing ratios, the Tempest should 
prove quite a formidable bomb in the conm- 
pact car races. A truly great feature is that 
the car sports 15-inch wheels against the 
13-inch wheels of most new compacts. 

If you’re in the market for a compact 
(and a lot more people are every day) ! 
suggest you thrust your eagle eye on this 
one because after driving it from Los Ar 
geles to New York I can assure you that it’s 
one helluva practical piece of transporte 
tion. It handles well, steers like a breez 
without power steering and the ride i 
comfortable. Also, you can jam six in it,i 
you’re a jammer. What more do yo 
want—blood? ®

daims that at least half the boats in his 
yard arrived under their own power. And 
me surplus boat buyer to my knowledge 
ached his 45-foot, twin-engined picket 
pat, quick-caulked it, fiddled with the en- 
gnes for a week and sailed 100 miles to his 
hme yard. And the average boat buyer 
gho is willing to pay freight or towage 
home and to spend some time and money 
mrefitting ends up with a seaworthy boat. 

How do you start shopping for a surplus 
at? First you send a postcard to one of 
the CSSOs in your area. (See the list at 
the end of this article.) State that you’re 
interested in surplus boats. By return mail 
you'll get a Disposal Bidder’s List. On it 
we listed 20 categories of surplus gear, 
among them one beginning: “Ships, small 
aft, pontoons—.” You check this cate- 
gry and mail the list back to the CSSO, 
thus putting your name on the CSSO’s 
awailable surplus boat list. Whenever a 
saled bid sale comes up (that’s every few 
months at some CSSOs) you get a catalog 
listing scores of boats, each carefully de- 
sribed. You have several weeks to choose 
your dreamboat, look her over at the sales 
pint and submit your sealed bid. 

With your bid goes a check or money 
ader covering 20 per cent of your bid 
choice. In submitting the bid you are con- 
tracting to pay the remainder of your bid 
amount if yours is the highest bid. How to 
bid and the exact terms of the contract are 
explained in the catalog, which is properly 
termed the “Invitation to Bid.” You agree 
topay the remainder of the bid price within 
tn days of notice of award, to accept the 
waft “as is and where is,” to remove it from 
the sales point within a specified time 
(usually 14 days) and to hold the govern- 
ment blameless and without liability for 
ay action brought against the boat. 

Old-timers advise you to look at the boat 
tefore bidding, and to look long and care- 
uully. Don’t buy a pig in a poke. As to the 
tidding, this is where your shrewdness 
tomes in. Some bids are as high as 40 per 
ent of original cost, but the average is 
about six per cent. For non-engined boats, 
tid as low as two per cent have been ac- 
tepted. Maybe your dreamboat will cost
